BERLIN, July 24.

Britiah troops have penetrated Pozieres

on the SBomme front, the offi¢lal statement

fssued by the German War Office admitted

today.

The Engllah entered Guillemont, southeast
of Pozleres, but were driven out by the
Germans, the report asserted,

Tha statement added that the engage-
ment at Pozlerea had cost the Britlsh heav-
fly in dead and wounded,

Aleng thae French battle front, enemy
operations at Soyecourt and west of Vers
mandoviliers falled, On the right bank of
the Mouss the French artlllery fire wus de-
soribed as “intanse.”

The War OfMce sald that ths British
forces on the Somme front have been re-
Inforced by soldlers drawn from the other
fronts.

The text of the officlal
lown:

English attpocks reported yesterday
en the Thiepval-Gulllemont lina wers
carried out by detachemnts from 11
British divislons, several of which had
been hastily brought up from other

4 fronta. The only advantage the snemy
was able to achieve on the whole front,
which we had not yst besn able to oon-
solidate, was tha panstration of a few
houses In Pozleres, The enemy had to
pay extraordinarily heavy losses in the
fighting around Longusval,

A counter-attack by our Branden-
burg grenadiers drove the enemy out
of the sand quarry southwest of Gull.
lemont, where he had temporarily suec-
ceeded in getting a foothold, 'We cap.
tured three ofMocers and 141 unwounded
men.

muandovillers falled. There have been
artillery dusls and local fighting.

INDIANA VIEWS BODY
OF ITS BELOVED POET

Working People and Children
Journey to State Capitol and
See Friend’s Remains

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind, July 24. — The
body of James Whitcomb Riley, the Indiana
poet, who dlod unexpectedly Saturday night
nt his homs here, Is lying In state at the
State Capltol. Ths hours were fixed es-
peclally with the view of providing o time
when the working people and children, ac-
companied by parants, might view the body.
The poet was particularly close to the work-
ers and childron.

Governor Samuel M. Ralston, In n letter
to Henry Eltel, of this clty, brotherinlaw
of the poet, asked that tho body lle In state
At the Capitol. The lstter, which met with
n favorable and ready responss from the
poet's relatives, follows:

“Jamea Whitcomb Riley was loved by the
psopla of Indiana as was no other man.
In an excoptionally tender sensa tha people
of his native State folt and belleved that
he belongad to them and they mourn—bit-
terly mourn—his passing.

“An Governor of Indlana I am anxlous
that the people ba afforded an opportunity
to' show the high respect in which they
hald ‘this man who sang of common things,’
and I am moved, therefore, to suggest that
his remains be allowed to lle In states In
the rotunda of the Capltol,

A soon as It was agreed that tha body
be placed In the Capitol, State offeclals be-
gan placing the bullding In mourning. The
body was placed under the dome of the
Capitol, where a few years ago Mr, Rllo:r
stood in publlo reading his poem, *“Old
Glory."

Present arrangemants are for the funeral
sorvices to be held at the home tomorrow
morning. Thesa will be private and sim-
ple, In accordance with wishes of the poet
The minister and pallbearers have not been
pelected,
